The world hails him as a hero of 
democracy, but many Haitians see 
exiled Haitian President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide as just another 
ruthless dictator, a citizen of Haiti 
said. 

The Aristide government 
seemed to be the fulfillment of a 
dream. Finally, Haiti would find it- 
self governed by democratic princi- 
ples. But the dream soon became a 
nightmare for many Haitians when 
Aristide and his followers began to 
consolidate their power at the ex- 
pense of Haiti’s constitution, the 
Haitian citizen said. 

The citizen agreed to speak on 
the condition that he remain anony- 
mous. Most Haitians are not eager 
to speak to the press for fear there 
will be violent repercussions 
against their families in Haiti, the 
citizen said. 

“In Haiti, fear is used to accom- 
plish the ends” of government, he 
said. The symbol of former presi- 
dent Francois “Papa Doc” Duva- 
lier’s torturous regime was the pis- 
tol. 

Aristide and his supporters, a 
group called the Lavalas, are infa- 
mous for the “hot collar” method of 
torture. A tire is put around a per- 
son’s neck, filled with gasoline, and 
set on fire, he said. 

On the day Aristide was elected, 
members of the Lavalas “mob” at- 
tacked Sylvio Claude, president of 
the Christian Democratic Party of 
Haiti, and beat him badly. 

“This was for speaking out 
against Aristide,” Ray Joseph, edi- 
tor of the Haiti Observateur said. 
The Observateur is a Haitian news-

After the elections, Claude was 
quoted as saying: “Under the Du- 
valiers I could speak.

When Aristide was elected, he 
enjoyed 67 percent of the popular 
vote. Soon after, Aristide began to 
alienate those groups who had 
brought him to power, Joseph said. 

The National Front for Democ- 
racy and Change, which gave Aris- 
tide the platform for his presiden- 
tial candidacy, was not brought. 
into the government. Then, Joseph 
said, “Aristide named a prime min- 
ister with no following, but he is a 
loyal friend to Aristide.” 

On August 13, 1991, Prime Min- 
ister Rene Preval was summoned 
by the lower house of Parliament to 
give an accounting of his last six 
months in office. “He brought with 
him the mob; they said they were 
going to give it to the congress- 
men,” Joseph said. 

The Lavalas destroyed the head- 
quarters of the front and beat up 
two congressmen.

ZAGREB, Yugoslavia — Moving 
to consolidate its control over what 
remains of Yugoslavia, the republic of 
Serbia announced Thursday that it 
was taking over the federal parlia- 
ment with three allies. 

A senior Western diplomat said the 
move effectively dissolved the eight- 
member federal presidency, which 
nominally controls the Yugoslav 
army.

S. African 
wins Nobel 
for literature

STOCKHOLM, Sweden — Nadine 
Gordimer, whose searing portrayals 
of human relationships in the racial 
maelstrom of South Africa were de- 
nounced as unpatriotic by her own 
government, won the 1991 Nobel 
Prize in literature on Thursday. 

The Swedish Academy, which 
awarded the prize, said Gordimer’s 
novels and stories, combining literary 
artistry and a strong anti-apartheid 
message, have been “of very great 
benefit to: humanity.” The prize is 
worth about $1 million. 

Gordimer, 67, who is white, told 
reporters in New York that she 
writes about race and morality be- 
cause “it’s being lived by the people 
around me. ... This kind of situation 
naturally fascinates me.” 

The African National Congress, 
South Africa’s chief anti-apartheid 
movement, of which Gordimer is a 
member, hailed the award. 

“In honoring Nadine, one of South 
Africa’s outstanding writers, the peo- 
ple of the world pay tribute to all 
South Africans who stand for truth, 
human dignity and freedom,” the 
ANC said. 

Some of Gordimer’s works were 
banned in the past by the white-mi- 
nority government. She refused to 
leave her homeland, once telling an 
interviewer that “to go into exile is to 
lose your place in the world.” 

All her words are legal in South 
Africa today. Her most recent novel, 
published in 1990, is “My Son’s 
Story,” about a married black man 
who falls in love with a fellow activist, 
a white woman. Her most recent col- 
lection of short stories, “Jump,” was 
published this year. _ 

The academy singled out “My Son’s 
Story” for praise, saying, “The rela- 
tionship of the lovers is described 
with great tenderness. At the same 
time, the unyielding political reality 
constantly intrudes.” 

Gordimer “writes with intense im- 
mediacy about the extremely compli- 
cated personal and social relation- 
ships in her environment,” the 
academy said. “At the same time as 
she feels a political involvement — 
and takes action on that basis — she 
does not permit this to encroach on 
her writings.”

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Lawmaker’s rubber checks to close bank 


WASHINGTON — House Speaker Thomas Foley said today the House 
members’ bank would be closed because of revelations that members wrote 
rubber checks. 

Foley also announced the House Committee on Standards of Official Con- 
duct would investigate whether lawmakers had engaged in “significant, sub- 
stantial and repeated” abuses of the bank. 

The Washington Democrat told a news conference that he was among those 
who wrote a check without sufficient funds in the bank. Foley said he was 
unaware at the time that the bank held the $540 check — written last Dec. 27 
— for 24 hours until his account contained enough money to cover it. 

Foley said the check was used to buy a receiver and compact disc player. 

Announcements came a day after two members suggested that names of 
those who failed to pay their House restaurant bills should be posted in the 
main House dining facility. Foley said that “posting is an extraordinary thing 
I’m not ready to endorse.” 

The rogues’ list of lawmakers was conceived by Rep. Pat Roberts — an 
overseer of House restaurants — who revealed Wednesday that some 300 
current and former House members owe more than $300,000 in unpaid meal 
bills. 

Roberts, R-Kan., and Rep. Mary Rose Oakar, D-Ohio, think the list should 
be posted in the main House restaurant on the first floor of the Capitol. 


Arkansas governor opens presidential bid 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. — Gov. Bill Clinton joined the field of Democratic 
presidential candidates on Thursday promising to reinvent government to 
protect a middle class he said President Bush ignores. 

“We must turn this country around and get it working again. We’ve got to 
fight for middle-class Americans for a change,” Clinton said in speech inter- 
rupted by applause more than 50 times. Clinton is the fifth major Democratic 
candidate to join the race for the 1992 nomination. 

“The change I seek, and the change we must all seek,’ isn’t liberal or 
conservative. It’s different and both,” Clinton said. “Out here, the people don’t 
much care about the labels: left or right or liberal or conservative.” 

Clinton declared himself a candidate outside the Old State House in down- 
town Little Rock at a rally that drew about 3,000 cheering supporters. The 
building was the site of Arkansas’ 1861 vote to secede from the union. 

Drawing on the history of the building, he said Republicans have tried to 
divide blacks and whites. 


Gene tied to Alzheimer’s discovered 


WASHINGTON — Researchers studying three generations of a family 
with Alzheimer’s disease have isolated a mutated gene called amyloid that may 
trigger one form of the brain disorder, giving new evidence that it can be 
passed from one generation to another. 

Researchers at the Indiana University School of Medicine examined blood, 
tissue and clinical histories of 830 members of an Indiana family over three 
generations and-found that those who suffered from Alzheimer’s all had an 
alteration in a single gene on chromosome 21. 

Jill Murrell, a co-author of the study, said the finding provides a basis for a 
type of Alzheimer’s that starts at an early age. 

Familial, or inherited, Alzheimer’s Disease accounts for between 15 to 20 
percent of the 250,000 new American cases of the disease diagnosed annually. 

Murrell said that isolating the gene mutation does not mean it is the sole 
cause of Alzheimer’s. She said the disease is a complex process that may 
involve a number of other genes. 

The disease is a fatal disorder of the brain that involves the progressive 
death of brain cells. 


Hansen wants drug testing in Congress 


WASHINGTON — An amendment to the pending crime bill that requires 
members of Congress to submit to drug testing is being pushed by Rep. James 
Hansen. 

“One of the greatest challenges confronting our nation is combating the 
scourge of drugs and their resultant contribution to the increase in crime in our 
communities and to the erosion of this country’s moral fabric,” said Hansen, 
R-Utah. : 

The amendment calls for random testing of 10 percent of U.S. House 
members monthly. Results would be provided to the individual and the Ethics 
Committee, if the outcome indicates drug usage. 

Further, all results would be made public once during each two-year session 
of Congress.

Smithee said training, eating and:sleeping better 
than the competition gives a runner confidence to 
do well on race-day. “I’m a downhill runner. | 
should be able to break 2:20.” he said. 

Steve Chipman, 1985 steeplechase WAC champ, 
switched to the longer runs because of an Achilles 
injury. 

Chipman said he likes the weather at the race. “It 
averages 38 to 44 degrees at the start and 75 to 80 
degrees at the finish.” 

This will be Chipman’s first marathon. He said 
the marathon trials qualifying time is an easier 
standard to make than the 10k or 5k. He said he 
feels he has about a 50-50 chance of breaking the 
2:20 mark. The course is “not as fast as it’s pre- 
sented to be,” he said. : 

Chipman runs 10 miles in the morning and five at 


lunchtime. Included in his training is a long run. of 
15 to 20 miles on the weekend. 

Runners should remember to drink a lot of liq- 
uids, he said. “It’s critically important to get flu- 
ids.” 

Chipman said of the ex-BYU runners, “Our 
strategies are different, but we hope the results 
will be the same.” 

Last year’s 5k WAC runner-up Dave Baca said 
form and technique are important while pounding 
out the 26.2 mile distance. “I’m shooting for a 5:20 
per mile pace.” That is equal to about a 2:20:00 
finishing time. 

Baca said Larry Smithee has the best chance to 
win the race. Baca, a 1991 graduate, still trains 
with the track team. He said training should push a 
runner’s limits, but a runner shouldn’t overdo it. 
Baca is running 85 to 90 miles a week. 

Scott Sandburg, graduate student and former 
track team member, said of the group, “It’s entirely 
possible that seven of the top 10 finishers will be 
from BYU.”

Ernest 
Hollings, D-S.C., told Gates at the 
end of the day, saying he would not 
vote for him.

In a methodical way, Gates — a 
trained analyst of Soviet affairs — 
listed 20 allegations and sought to dis- 
prove them. He noted that most of 
the criticism emanated from the CIA 
office which dealt in Soviet activities 
in the Third World. 

Gates, who left the CIA in 1989 to 
become President Bush’s deputy na- 
tional security adviser, cited his “un- 
common relationship” with the presi- 
dent as an asset for such a task. 

Rep. Dave McCurdy, D-Okla., 
chairman of the House Intelligence 
Committee, told The Washington 
Post that Gates should withdraw his 
nomination if he cannot disprove alle- 


gations that he slanted intelligence 


estimates.
